Vocational education 
prepares junior and senior 
high students, post- 
secondary school youth, 
and adults for occupations 
in agriculture, business 
and ofHce, marketing and 
distribution, vocational 
home economics, trades 
and industries, health oc- 
cupations, industrial arts, 
and technical education. 

Vocational classes are 
taught at each junior and 
senior high school, as wdl 
as at the dty't modern 
Vocational-Technical Ed- 
ucation Center on North 
Landing Road and the 
newly-developed Career 
Development Center on 
Witchduck Road at 
Chinese Corner. More 
than 10,600 atudenu par- 
ticipate in vocational 
education classes at these 
schools. 

Both CDC and Vo-Tech 
offer evening classes for 
adults, and many of the 
seven senior high schools 
have special interest 
vocational classes for 
adulu.

No rocky road ahead for

Her voice has 
heard from the 
Coast to the East. 

Her face has been seen 
all along the Mid-Atlantic 
Seaboard. In Virginia 
Beach, however. $he'« 
most popular as the 
"friendly Farm Fresh 
Girl." 

Acting since the age of 
16, Chris Rhodes, daugh- 
ter of Beach residents Mr. 
and Mrs. John R. Rhodes, 
has performed in over 30 
live stage shows in her 
life, and appeared on ap- 
proximately 1,000 tele- 
vision commercials over 
ihe la*it seven years. 

In April. 1979. she 
worked as Katherine 
Rais' double and stand-in 
in the film, "The Final 
Counldown". 

Ai .14, Rhodes lives in 
the Lafayette section of 
Norfolk; devoting mosi of 
her attention to her Beach 
parents and her now loc- 
ally famous Farm Fresh 
role. 

"I'm very happy with 
my relationship with Farm 
Fresh." she said, "I've 
•been working with Gene 
Wallers and his staff* as 
their spokesperson for 
about two^ears. They are 
really a great group ro 
work for." 

Rhodes estimates she 
works only five or six 
hours a week. Her salary 
for a days' work can reach 
SI.SOO. 

"I really have a lot of 
spare time on my hands," 
she said, "I like it; how- 
ever. I'm always looking 
for more work. I love to 
work; that's why I like 
living in this area and 
working rather than living 
ill New York, working a 
little, and starving most of 
the time.

Rhodes' parents have 
been Beach residents fori 
1 1 years. Her fiather is a' 
retired Air Force Colonel 
who docs part-lime in- 
come tax work in his 
home. Slie has three bro- 
thers and one sister: Ray. 
33. a hospital adminis- 
trator in Colorado Spr- 
ings. Colo.; Bob. 30. a 
welder and builder in 



Blacksbuig. Va.; Mike. 
23, a former Bayside 
baseball paching chaunp. 
and a senmr at Virginia 
Tech who also practises 
with the Stl Louis Card- 
inals; and Cathy, 32. a 
captain in the Air Force, 
stationed at the Pentegon. 

Rhodes was born in 
Dover, but spent her first 
nine years moving bet- 
ween Dover. Delaware 
and f^iladelphia. Penn. 

"When my father had 
to go to war," she ex- 
plained, "my family went 
to Philly to live. When he 
came home we stayed in 
Dover." 

Rhodes' high school 
years were spent in Zar- 
agoza, Spain. She at-

tended Zaragoza Depen- 
dent (or American) tfigh 
School for American mili- 
tary families. 

"I was a real grand- 
stander when 1 was in 
high school." she said 
with a smile. "I cheered 
for three years; served on 
the student government 
coancH honor society for 
four years; and I was in 
the drama club for two 
years. 

"I also used to play 
Softball. 1 covered left 
field and was called Rocky 
Rhodes." 

At S'3" tall and 100 
pounds, Rhodes was an 
unlikely candidate as a 
professional athlete. She 
didn't want to be one any- 
way. So Rhodes expanded 
her horizons and began 



her theatrical career on 
the high school radio stat- 
ion.> 

VThafs where it all 
be^an." she recalls. "I 
couldn't get a part-time 
job in high school because 
all the Spanish kids got 
theni first. I decided in- 

Hto occupy my time 
the high school 
d Forces radio stat- 
ioi). I had a slot on a 
weekly radio show. I 
guess that's when my 
public career actually be- 
gan." 

With a taste for broad- 
casting. Rhodes grad- 
uated high' school in 1964 
and enrolled that Fall at 
the University of Color- 
ado, Boulder, as a math 
student. 

"1 started out studying 
mathematics," she said, 
"but I soon changed that 
to drama. I ended up 
dropping out after my first 
year because my parents 
and I agreed that the price 
of college education was 
very expensive and if I 
wasn't really going to pur- 
sue a professional field, 
not drama, we shouldn't 
waste the money." 

Rhodes then worked six 
months as a sales clerk in 
a Colorado Springs d^ 
partment store ._/4WTc7 
that, for ihe nextlbur and 
one-half years, she 
worked for the Colorado 
Interstate Gas Compaiiy. 
Both of these occupations 
served to finance her 
nighttime theatre activi- 
ties. 

"I played young teen- 
age girl roles in the Colo- 
rado civic theatre 
groups," Rhodes said. "I 
alsospem three years, on 
and off. with the El Paso 
Players. I did some mus- 
icals but to tell the truth. I 
really don't sing and 
dance very well."

As Rhodes' theatre 
career was blooming in 
Colorado, her parents had 
already move<rto Virginia 
Beach. 

"Mom and dad moved 
to the Beach in 1970," she 
said, "and lived where 
they live today in the Lake 
Smith Terrace section of 
Virginia Beach. My folks 
love it at the Beach, and 
will probably settle there

forever, I even have an 
uncle now in Petmsylvaaia 
looking at property there. 

"I also moved to the 
Beach that year in 1970. 
but only Uved there six 
months. I really like Vir- 
ginia Beach and the Beach 
area, but I began working 
in Norfolk and moved 
there." 

At first, Rhodes found 
herself working at night 
on stage for the Tidewater 
Dinner Theatre, and dur- 
ing the day in its box 
ofRce. 

"In addition to the 
Tidewater," she said. "I 
worked /or the Cavalier 
Dinner Playhouse. In 
19m, 1 nmcd woctiag for 
a Norfolk radio station as 
a receptionist, and ad 
traffic manager for the 
disc jockey's. They let me 
make a few commercials, 
but in general, I was 
really having a hard time 
then finding my niche in 
life." 

Rhodes finally quit the 



radio station after seven 
months to work full-time 
for the Tidewater diimer 
theatre. 

"I knew I wanted to act 
so I got out of the radio 
business," she said "and 
got back on stage more. It 
was hard because I was 
always rehearsing dtuing 
the nights and looking for 



any, kind of odd jobs 
durmg the day." 

In 1973 Rhodes began 
working for a Norfolk 
talent center, where she 
said she finially heard her 
calling for the stage.

"I feel grief and anger." said Beach resident Bill 
Hughes, brother of suicide victim Roger Hughes*. 
"The grief is the same anyone would experience who

Bill is now 37 years old 
and a 10 year Virginia 
Beach mental health coun- 
selor. His brother Roger 
was 33, unemployed, and 
living in Missouri when he 
hanged himself in June of 
1979. He had previously 
attempted a massive drug 
overdose in Dec., 1978. 

"It was only a few days 
before Christmas," Bill 



remembers. "I wasn't with liim at the time but I knew 
the attempt was very strious. 

"He had a history of mental illneu. dating back to 
when he was 16 years old and first admitted to a state 
hospital. He had been unemployed most of his life, on 
medication, and suffered from a distraught relationship 
with a female member of the halfway house he lived in. 
He was a functional schizophrenic, and had been with- 
drawn since he was a kid. The last time I taw him, he 
had lost a lot of weight; that was a grave sign for him, 
but not unusual. His loss of weight was usually accom- 
panied wiUi srere depressions, delusions, and more 
withdrawal. 

"But as far as figuring out what the straw was that 
broke the camel's back, I don't know what it was. Our 
family discussed it; I corresponded with his girlfriend 
for several months after he died, but we couldn't under- 
sundwhyhedidit."

Bill noted that while Roger seemed a likely candidate 
for suicide because of hn prior attempt and nMdical 
history, many times perfectly stable businessmen will 
committ suicide within a few days after the loss of a 
loved one, or an esteemed professional title. Bill didn't 
notice any blatant clues forewarning of Roger's death. 

"1 should have realized tt when he b^gan kxing 
weight." Bill recalb. "But I really didn't want to think 
that the known suicide clues woukl apply to my brother, 
especially dnoe I knew he had a formal history of men- 
tal illness. I accepted him as my brother and loved him 
for it. 1 wasn't going to lable him as sucidial because of 
his ittness. But after the first attempt, I shouU have 
really paid more attention to him." 

Roger said the question that plagues the surviving 
family is wliy the suicide happened. Although there are 
no certain answers, Bfll dtes three factors which could 
have had an influence on his brothcr'tileaih. 

"This may sound a little absurd." Bill said, "but 
during the last two or three years. Roger actually 
became more ludd than he had been in his earlier years. 
He had stoppad hallucinating and that was a fODd sign. 

"But it semcd that the more hidd he bednK. the

more depressed he got. He began saying to himsdf, 'My 
Ood! I actually am crvy, and have been for years.' 
Roger also figured that'ne'd remain crazy for the rest of 
his life. He became aware of the circumstances surroun- 
diiig his personal life: No car, no j<4>, no home. He had 
a sister nearby, but apparently she could not ivovide the 
relief he needed either . 

"Secondly, he had begun an interpersonal relation- 
ship with a girl a couple of years younger than he. I 
think that frustrated him a little bit. They had problems 
between them because they realized they, as a couirfe, 
were unable of maintaining a housdiold and rising a 
family l>y themsehres. They were also wmried about the 
permanency of their relationship. Roger had never in his 
life been able to make responsible and intdligent 
judgemenu for himself . 

"And thirdly, when Roger lost wei^t be usually 
became psychotic. He would esqwiettoe delusions, and 
themea of persecution. He was not a ddnking bdng all 
ortheiime."

said Roger's roommate hi the halfway house 
found him after his first attempt and took him to the 
hospital to have his stomach pttinped. 

Roger's roommate also found him after his second at- 
tempt, but too late to prevent iu success. 

"The ^artment building they were living in was 
sold." BiU said. 

"It had a sted fift escape running along the outtkie 
of it fr^ top to boCUND. He palled the electridal AC 
cord from' the radio andtiedooeendofittothefire 



escape and the other end to his nedc. He juttped and 
died hanging only 12 inches from the ground. He lived 
on a fint floor apartment. 

"I believe the only reastm he hung himsdf was 
because he didn't have a gun."

Roger said his feelings were different than those of 
other members (rf the family. 

"I fed some guilt," he said, "because I didn't have 
more interaction with my broUier before he died. But 
some of my sisters felt more guilt than I; especially my 
sister living closest to him. 

"But the feeling that overwhelms the sucyivcMrs is one 
of grief, just like that you'd fed over any other tragedy. I 
also feel angry at Ood for Roger's mental illness. I want 
to know why it had to happen to him. But, Roger was a 
religious man. Maybe his death was a blessing in 
disguise. Maybe Roger fdt that he would be happier and 
healthier in Ittaven, <m- Hdl, than on eart|i because most 
of his life was Hdl already. 

"I fed that Roger's death was ui^air. He never en- 
joyed life. He never knew happiness." 



Bcaders mast listen 

Listening, according to Mil. is the most important ac- 
tivity Beach, residents can do in trying to cope with 
suicide. 

"Listen," he said, "please listen to someone who 
doesn't seem happy, or who seems helpless and 
hopdess. If they have already attempted suidde once or 
numerous times before, don't tell them they're crazy for 
doing it. Talk to the person about it, and above all listen 
and try to understand what they are saying; that's 
cnidal'Jor survivors. 

"I know in my own experience, after Roger's funeral 
the family got together for a group session. I suggested 
that we all needed to be able to talk about what had 
happened fot our own wdl being, and if they couldn't 
face discussing Roger's death, they Jiad better seek 
professional he^. 

"But regardless of how much you^taUc about it. the 
survivors of a suicide victim will C3q)erience intense reac- 
tions for about six months."

The most important message Bill could pass onto 
Virginia Beach residents, he said, is to bring suicides out 
of the doset. 

"I hope Virpnia Beach residents will realize that the 
days of the Dark Ages are over," he said. "During 
those timeslthe corpse of someone who had committed 
suicide was defiled; either by running a steak through its 
heart or by burying the body at the town's crossroads. 
Both actions were taken to punish the soul for the act. 

"There's a passage from the book. 'The Savage 
Ood.' by AWaraz. whidi suns up my feeUngs on this 
subject very wcO. The lines read: 

VAs for soieMa: The sodolQgists and psydiologists 
iidio talk of it as a^iBsaaae punle me now as msMfa as the 
CathtrilGS and Muslims who call it the most dcndfy of 
mortal sins. It seems to me somdiow as nmck beroad 
social or piycMc prophylaxis as it is beytjnd morality, a 
terriMe but utterly natural reaction to the strained, 
narrow, unnatural necessities we sometimes create for 
oursehres. And it is not for me. Perhaps I am no kM^ler 
optimistic enough. I assume now that death when it 
finally comes, will probably be nastier than suidde, and 
certainly a great dal less convenient."

Money mishandled 

Beach attorney Theodore A. 
Boyce loses license for years 



Virginia Beach Lawyer 
Theodore A. Boyce, 48, 
recently received a three- 
year suspension of his 
Virginia law license in an 
action taken by a three- 
judge panel in the Circuit 
Court of the City -of~ 
WginiaBeach. 

The three-judge court 
unanimously ruled that 
Boyce vi<^ted two rules 
of the Virginia Code of 
Professional Respon- 
sibility, a set of Virginia 
Supreme Court canons 
governing the conduct of 
attorneys, and also found 
him guilty of violating a 
previous suspension of his 



law license. Boyce had 
received a <SO-day suspen- 
ds of his license from the 
circuit Court of \%ginia 
Beadi beginMiing June 1, 
1977, but during this 
suspension period con- 
tinued to represent a 
client. 

In the complaint filed 
against Boyce by the 
Second District Commit- 
tee of the Virginia Sute 
Bar, it was alleged that 
Boyce acquired an interest' 
in a client's cause of ac- 
tion by loaning money to 
ho-, thai he assisted her in 
obtaining loans for which 
1^ was also responsiMe, 



and that he failed to main- 
tain adequate records of 
his financial transacticMis 
with this client. 

The effective date of 
Boyce's three-year suspen- 
sion was Jan. 1 of this 
year. The Virginia State 
Bar is^ the administrative 
arm of the Supreme Court 
of Virginia responsible for 
disciplining attorneys for 
misconduct.

Is there mold in your home jelly jar?

The following are three home economics questions 
asked by Virginia Beach residents:

Q: Whm I opened ajar of Jelly made thik mmmer, I 
found dome mold growing under the paraffin taaL Is It 
aJHght to skim off the mold and oat the rest of the Jelly T 
Laura Kelley. 

A: No. Our grandmothers used to say, "A little mold 
won't hurt you, but modern research has disclosed that 
only the mold introduced deliberately into "Blue" 
cheeses such as Roquefort, Gorgonzola or Silton is 
trustworthy. All other molds, as they grow in food, may 
produce harmful substances called mycotoxins that may 
cause illness. Molds are microscopic fungi whose dry 
spores (or seeds) drop on food and grow silk-like 
threads. These threads become slight streaks of 
discoloration in food or cover it with a mat of fuzz. 
Also, molds eat natural acid present in food, lowering 
the acidity that is protection against other dangerous

toxins, such as that produced by botulism bacteria. 

Q: What are the best ways to dean winter boots? 
Sharon Carpenter. 

A: Leather boots require special care to preserve 
their good looks. Before wearing for the first time, give 
them an application of paste wax to protect against 
water, rock salt stains and dirt. Remove loose dirt with 
a damp cl«h after every wearing. For heavy dirt, use 
saddle soap or other mild soap, but never detergent or 
cleaning solvents which will discoior and harden the 
leather. 

Suede boots cannot be cleaned successfully with 
water so send soiled boots to a commercial suede 
cleaner. A light application of silicone spray before the 
first wearing will prevent snow and rain from ddng too 
much damage. Dry boots away from direct heat and 
restore nap by brushing or rubbing with fine 
sandpaper. Store leather in soft cloth, never in plastic 
bags. I 

Vinyl and rubber moiled in one piece without 
seams offer the best waterpro<|f protection and are easy 
to clean by wiping with a damp, sudsy cloth. Unlihed 
and fleece lined boots can be machine washed in warm 
water, gentle cycle. Eton't pif in an automatic <iryer. 
Fur lined boots with leather soles should not be 
machine washed. When buying a new pair of boots, 
check with the salesperson concerning care and any 
commercial preparations for cleaning and prevention of 
staining. 

Q: Natural fibers are making a comeback in 
popularity. What is the proper way to care for silk 
scarves and garments that are often recieved as 
Christmas presents? Jeanette Cherry. 

A: Caring for silk properly will keep it looking 
beautiful for a long tihie. For the best results, read and 
follow the cleaning directioiis on the permanently 
attahced care label.

Use lukewarm 
water and a mild detergent or a gentle soap. Rubbing or 
wringing the fabric is not necess^ary because silk, unlike 
silk-look polyesters, releases soil very easily and can be 
weakened by less-than gentle handling. 

Some silk blends can be machine washed on a 
gentle cycle, but they should be line dried to minimize 
shrinkage. Press silk on the wrong side while the 
garment is still damp. Cover with a white doth to avmd 
water spotting and use the low setting on a steam iron. 
If you stain silk, don't delay in bringing it to a dry 
cleaner; letting the stain "set" will make it more 
difficult to remove. To prevent perspiration stains, 
wear dress or blouse shields. f

Developers add 6.5 site acres 



Pavilion Towers phase one up by June

Beach developers are expected to start construction of 
Pavilion Tbwers in June and with "fast tracking" ex- 
pect to coiq^e the flrst phase in a year. 

The Pavilion Towers will not be a 34 story building as 
flrst envisioned, it woi»'t be the highest buijding in 
Virignia and It won't be as big as originally contem- 
plated. But it will pass height requirements of the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). 

Instead of a 336 foot tall structure, which would have 
made the Towers the talle)! building in Virignia, the 
Towers will be 169.S feet above sea level, just under the 
FAA 170 foot maximum. 

Jose Soria. of Soria and Julian, architects of Colley 
Avenue in Norfolk, said the hotel will be divided into 
two towers which will contain 300 rooms each. 

The developer. Edward S. Garcia, has had to acquire 
two more acres to the 6\^ acre site near the Pavilion, the 
city's arts and conference center, to accommodate the 
two lowers. 

The first phase will consist of a 200,000 square foot 
building and the second phase will have 120.000 square 
feet. The original high rise was to have 370,000 square 
feet. 

Soria said th^t peripheral services, sudi as saunas, 
have been cut out of the revised plans which were shown 
to City Council Monday afternoon at an executive 
session. 

With the redesign of the building to fit FAA standar- 
ds. City Council has been relieved of any dediion 
making in connection with the hotel. All that remains 
on the city's part is approval^of the site irian by the 
Pla wniB g admiiiistnitkMi. 

The Navy had complained that the 336 foot building 
should interf er with the taJce-off and landing pattern at 
the Naval facility. 

The first phase will include two dining rooms Ca third 
will be in the second phase), and a covered swimming 
pool just beyond tlie main ballroom and meeting rooms. 

Soria said his firm is associated with Design 
Collaborators, of Charlotte, N.C. 

City manager George L. Hanbury supported plans 
for a luxury hotel next to the Pavilion because such a 
facility is considered necessary for the highest use of the 
Pavilion. 



Oceana wants money for land 

Coogfcss is being asked to appropriate adequate 
money for the Navy to acquire restrictive easements 
around Naval Air Sution OCeana to protect the base 
and control development in that area. 

Virginia Beach City Council Monday afternoon ap- 
proved a resolution to that effect, nothing that the of- 
ficials of *^ Navy and the aty of Virginu Beach have 
worked in dose cooperation to protect the overall in- 
terests of the citizens of Virginia Beach through the Air 
Installation Compatible Use Zone (AICUZ) program. 

Councilman John A. Baum noted that the Navy star- 
ted asking for money back in 1934 when the money 
needed was about S2 million. Baum estimated that now 
the cost of acquiring easements on vacant land would be 
about S30 million and on improved land about SlOO 
million. "They should have done this many years ago." 
he said. 

Council changes meeting times 

Virginia Beach City Counci Monday afternoon ap- 
proved an ordinance which changes the time of meetings 
on the first, second and third Mondays of the month 



from 1 p.m. to 12:30 p.m. The fourth Monday meeting 
starts at 3:30 p.m. 

The change allows more time for consideration of the 
informal agenda which preceeds the regular meeting at 1 
p.m. 

School, city duties may join 

Virginia Beach may try to save money by con- 
solidating comparable functions of the school and dty 
administrations. 

City Coundl on Feb. 23 will consider a concept for 
consolidation proposed by Coundlwoman Meyera 
Obemdorf Monday afternoon. The date was set to give 
the School Board and Superintendent of Schools Dr. E. 
E. Brickell a chance to study th proposal. 

The first $tep in the pro|X)sal presented by Obemdorf 
would be the selection of a coiisultant and the earliest 
implementation ot any consolidation plan Council may 
choose would be fiscal 1982. 

Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. said he didn't "thfaik 
there's a lot of opposition." He said he had talked to 
Brickdl about the proposal and Brickell had agreed 
there may be ares which could be considered. "I don't 
think your idea will go unheard." McCoy said. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said lie would 
recommend the study "today." 

Obemdorf said later that if there are any savings they 
could be used for teachers' salaries which seem to be the 
top concern of die school administration. ^ 

She said that during budget hearings it became 
evident that sharing of services by the dty and school 
administration could yidd significant savings. 

"Is it necessary to have vehicle maintenance, 
buildings and grounds maintenance, finance and piir- 
diasing in both organizations?" she asked. 

In her report to council she said that Ronaoke has 
recently completed a feasibility study and h<q)es to 
recdve an in|^ return of at least one million dollars <m 
iu investment of S86,000 for the study. P<msmouth is 
presently reviewing ptcpotah to study the feasibility of 
consolidating some services. Old Doniinion University's 
Urban Servdes Center has prepared a proposal for Par- 
tsmouth to assemble a team to condud the study. 

She said that it is antidpated that savings can be 
through changes in the operation of various departmen- 
ts and through the consolidation of comparable fun- 
ctions such as purchasing, transportation and main- 
tenance. 

Obemdorf said that consolidation "doesn't 
automatically mean that anybody loses a job. Whatever 
is done will luive to be balanced with the sodal, political 
and other pressures. 

She said that Roanoke combined its personnd and 
legal services. 

Oberndorf suggested an independent consultant 
because "a third party could be more objective." 

Coundlwoman Reba McClanan safdthat some of the 
Northern Virignia conununities have used the same ap- 
proach. Hanbury said he thought these were in-house 
studies. 

The current School Board budget is $83,844,041. 
more than half of which is for instruction ($49,417,883) 
and another $7,064,086 b for other instruction related 
costs. 

McCoy calls for unity 

Virginia Beach Mayor J. Heiry McCoy Jr. called for 
a united front to find solutions for the dty's water shor- 
tage problems in light of critidsms of individual actions 
or non-action and "fights" with other jurisdictions. 

If there has to be critidsm. the best place for it is in 
executive sessions, he told City Coundl at an informal 



meeting Monday aftemotm. 

And there have been many of those sesoiom latdy! 
Last week a three4iottr executive session on Monday 
was carried over to Thursday. Coundl had anodier 
executive session Mcnday for almost an hour and run- 
ning 20 minutes into the r^ular Council session, and a 
session of dose to an hour was held following the 
meeting. 

Last week's esecutive sessitMis were admittedly on 
water. This wedc's inchided othermatters. 

McCoy promised Mtmday, "We're all giring to try to 
do bett«- about criticizing trnd^ other and fighting with 
other jurisdicti(Mis... Nobody on this Coundl has done 
anything wrong... Nobody in Tidewater has done 
anything wrong." 

He said tht since Virginia Beach depended on Norf (^ 
for water it had no other chmce than to support Nor- 
folk's water program. He added that when no im- 
provement was in sight by the Christmas holidays, the 
dty dedded to strike out tm its own. "We haven't done 
any wrong. If any wrong was done it was done years 
ago "when the dty might have been looking for a water 
nipply, and I'm not sure about that." ^ 

"But I hate to see it debated in the press. Divided we 
fall, united we stand!" An executive session is the best 
place for that sort of thing, he said. 

Coundlwoman Barbara Hedey died a little humor 
on the sittution when she produced li ncwspipCT with 
the headline. "No Agreement Cte Water PuMnm." The 
paper was dated 1924 and the subject was the City of 
South Norfolk's attempts to get a munidpal water sup- 

Coundiman Reid Ervin added that smething is being 
done. On Oct. 20, tiae Norftdk reservoirs were down to 
88 days siqnriy and today (Monday), they were up to 120 
days supply. 

EVMA addresses Beach council 

The Eastern Vfagfaria Medical Authority CBVMA) 
wants the General Assembly to give EVMA i more 
equitaUe share of aid to Indlgeitts for teaddng, 
hospitals Dr. William D. Mayer, EVMA president told 
the Virginia Beach City Council Monday afternoon at 
an informal session of Coundl. 

Dr. Mayer presented Council with its annual report 
for 1979 along with a slide presentation of the activities 
of the EVMA. 

Accenting to EVMA. the EVMA reodves only 7.7 
percent of the $63 million available to the three medical 
coUegcs. while it serves 29.3 percent of the indigent, the 
highest number in thesute. Medical College of Virginia 
recdves 39 percent of the money while serving only 21 
percent of the indigents and the University of Virginia 
recdves 33 percent of the money while serving 13.S per- 
cent of the indigents. 

The Area CoQpoition Committee comprised of the 
six Chambers of Commerce in the EVMA area, is 
asking the General Assembly for the additional flinding. 

Mayer said that approximatdy 330 Virginia Beach 
rendents are employed by the Medical Authority and 
during 1981 will earn about $6.3 million in EVMA 
salaries. At about 34 percent of the EVMA work force 
Virginia Beach will earn around 38 percent of the total 
EVMApayroU. 

Since fiscal 1976 Virginia 'Beach has invested $1.73 
miilitMi in the medical ^tthwity which had budgets 
du ring th e period of $126,462,000. Since salHry costs are 
fO percent of die Iwdfit ind ^^nia Beach residents 
arc 38 percent of the EVMA work forces, ap- 
nroximatdy $29 miUion in EVMA salaries have gone to

residents of VirgiBia Beach during the last seven yean. 

Also, during the current fiscal year, EVMA expects to 
purchase SI million in goods and services from Virginia 
Beach suppliers. 

Among other statistics presented by the authority: 

Since the charter class of 1973. EVNfA has accepted 
263 eastern \%ginians as medical students, of which 63 
were from Virginia Beach, 16 entering last June. 
Virginia Beach residents have comprised 24 percent of 
eastern Vii^inia admissions and 12.4 percent of the sb6 
total admissions. 

During 1979 Virginia Beach residoits accounted for 
2,398 inpatient days and 5,826 outpatient hours at the 
Community Mental Health Center and Psychiatric In- 
stitute operated by EVMA. 

One hundred fourteen Virginia Beach nurses and 
other allied health professionals participated int he in- 
service training programs of the year ended June 30, 
1980. The iM-ograms are operated on a shared-cost basis, 
are less expensive than those run by individual hospitals. 

Direct state funding for care of the medically indigent 
through EVMA's programs in medical education will 
provide more than $47,000 dollars to Virginia Beach 
hospit^s this fiscal year. 

Council control over peddlers 

Virginia Beach City Council next Monday will con- 
sider two ordinances which are designed to give the city 
more control over peddlars. 

One would permit no sales of any sort on a pubUc 
right of way by placing a limit on the length of time a 
peddlar could park his truck on the right of way. 

The other would charge a full business license for 
those peddlars who park their vehicles on private 
property. 

The problem came to Coundl's attention last summer 
with the proliferation of roadway vendors from North 
Carolina and the Eastern Shores selling seafood. 

Council decided then that the peddlars could not be 
controUed through zoning laws. 

Councilman Donald Merrick Monday afternoon at 
an informal session said that since the city collects little 
or no tax from these vendors, an unfair compkitive 
situation was created for the city's conventiq^ retailers 
of seafood. '* 

City manager George L. Hanbury said the ordinances 
are being prepared for next%edc. 

Councilman Harold Heisch^ber said that control 
should be through proijio- licensing, taxation and in- 
surance to protect the htalth,>ifety and welfare of the 
people. A vendor, he saSd, cim hit and run and leave a 
lot of people with botulism, j 

$50,000 for consumer education 

A isO.OOO federal grant for consumer education 
programs, rejected by Virginia Beach City Council last 
week, may meet a kinder reception in six months when 
the dty will have another change to file a grant ap- 
plication. 

Monday afternoon was the deadline for filing the 
grant am)lication, which the Council denied, so that it 
was too late to reconsider. 

Coundl, however, decided to have the matter placed 
on the agoida March 2 when Fred Bates, director of the 
Family Protection Services of Amaica,'will be given 
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time to give reasons why the city should support such a 
grant. 

Council doesn't usually turn down grant applications 
because when the city refuses to take the money, 
another locality will get it. Bates said later that if Coun- 
cil really wants to cut d6wn on goveriunent spending, it 
will have to do so at the legislative levels. It would have 
to use its clout to reduce taxation by cutting the grants 
off at the source. 

As it is, all Council did is keep the money from 
Virginia Beach, which can use the money, he said. 

Bates said that the FPSA is a privately supported 
organization which offers consumer advice to its mem- 
bers. He refused to say how large the organization is, 
but said that it is supported by $35 per person member- 
ship fees. A principal of Bates Brothers, a marketing 
firm. Bates works for FPSA on contract, he said. The 
FPSA office is at 1367 Laskin Road, Virginia Beach. 

Bates told Council that he would prepare a statement 
to distribute to Council before the Council meeting. He 
said the material he will furnish will bring to light con- 
sumer fraud most people don't know about. 

Councilfiian Reid Ervin said that the six members 
who opposed approval last week did so on' the grounds 
that services would be duplicated. The VPl Extension 
Service carries on a consumer education program but 
City manager George L. Hanbury said that the coor- 
dinator, who would be included in the grant program, 
would not duplicate any of the Extension Service's ef- 
forts. 

Councilwomen Reba McClanan said that a bill in the 
General Assembly calls for a study of the Extension 
Service and reducing its funds in urban localities. Such 
action "would reduce our funds considerably," she 
said. ' 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, who charged that 
programs under the grant are already being carried out 
elsewhere, said she would like to see how the SSO.OOO 
would be spent. 

McClanan said she got the impression that Bates was 
inteifested in getting a job under the grant. 

Bates said he would only take a position as an con- 
sultant. He said one of his jobs is to bring money into 
the FPSA organization. He said that his organization 
had applied for non-profit status, but was not eligible 
because of lobbying activities. He^said that another 
organization is bang formi^ which mil quaUfy. 

Voting against approval lait week were Harold 

Heischober, Henley, Holland, McClanan, Donald 

Merrick and Patrick L. Standing. Meyera Obemdorf 

> was absent. On a motion to deny, the motion was 9-1 

with John A. Baum casting the dissenting vote. 

According to J. N. McClanan, the city's consumer 
protection officer, the grant would have been used to 
increase the limited consumer education program. Ef- 
forts would be directed to areas the Consumer Protec- 
tion Division receives the highest numbers of complain- 
ts—home improvement and fraud, landlord/tenant 
rights and responsibiUties, automobile repair rights, and 
consumer credit rights as specified by Federal and state 
law. 
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By chance last week, during a public hearing on the 
seventh-year Con^munity Development |>lock grant, 
John Perry, representing the Coalition of Mincmties 
Civic Leagues, brought his own tale of fraud before 
City Council. 

He said that contractors are preying on the elderly 
and the uninformed. In target neighborhoods where 
property owners do not qualify for rehabilitation con- 
tractors approach the residents with promises and 
propositions which usually leave the people in worse 
shape than they were before. 

He said th^t one young couple were talked into . . 
remodeling a four-room house that should have been 
torn down. The vacant house was located on almost one 
acre of land at the corner of Birdneck Road and the new 
road leading to Owl's Creek Estates. A private appraiser 
had set the value of the land at $64,000. 

The young couple ended up with a $20,000 debt to be 
-paid off at $449 a month in 20 years, vinyl siding, elec- 
tric heat in an uninsulated house and a five-by-7 bath- 
room (15,000 more>.in which the tub is sitting on bare 
joists. 

The couple had expected to have a rentable hcnise 
which would furnish money to improve an elderly 
mother's home on the same property. 

He asked the city to pass an ordinance which would 
require that any house that is to be rehabilitated would 
have to pass minimum standards. f^ 

Perry said a Norfolk Savings and Loan company ^ 
finances the work' and "any poor person who has a 
house they're trying to save" is a prospective victim. 

Baum said, "I wish you'd brought this up sooner," 
when Council had considered the grant. "The program 
that we turned down a while ago, would help these 
people." - 

Henley said that "the program said we would use 
volunteers. We can use volunteers without one more 
bureaucrat sitting around." 

Perry said, "These people have ben beaten down all 
their Hves and when a man comes along with blue 
suede shoes and a blue suit . . . " 

He said later that the Coalition is trying to reach the 
people through the 43 churches in the target neighbor- , 
hods and to inform the people on one to one basis. 

He said that by the time the people go t^ the Con- 
sumer Protection Agency, it's too late. 



Beadi coundl Studies KempsviDe 

The City of Virginia Beach will study the County and 
Kempsville utility systems preparatory to making an of- 
fer to buy the private systems.

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Public education is the key to suicide prevention

"The,, most effective way of curMng the Virginia 
Beach suicide rate," according to Skip Santti, emergen- 
cy services coordinator, comprehensive mental Health 
Services, Virginia Beach, "is through, puMic 
education." 

The Virginia Beach suicide rate.-about two a month, 
parallels the national rate. But, accor(iing to Santii, 
suicides can be prevented. 

"While it's true that a person who really wishes to )dll 
themself will ultimately do so." he said, "most vho 
don't succeed didn't really want to compliete the act to 
begin with. 

"Most suicide attemptors leave clues before their at- 
tempts. For example, they may go through stages of 
helpless, hopelessness, and haplessness before killing 
themself. To a keen observer, these traits can be detec- 
ted, and may result in the saving of a life." 

Better to overreact 

Santti saidf if clues are observed (pre-suicidial clues 
were discussed in the first part of this Sun series), it is 
better to overreact than to underreact. 

"If a person has ever talked about suicide, or actually 
attempted it before," he said, "you must pay extra 
special attention to the personal movements and actions 
of that person. 

"It is always wise to overreact in this type of 
situation, as opposed to underreacting. The potential 
suicide victim must be talked to delicately, and with sin- 
cere concern and compassion. The potential suicide vic- 
tim must realize that the factor! affecting and surroun- 
ding their life are not as terrible and tragic as that per- 
son may make them out to be." 

For their own good 

If a person is suicidal, and refuses help, he or she may 
be legally committed in an mental institution for 
pyschiatric help. 

"It may seem harsh to commit a person to an in- 
stitution against their will, biit it is for their own good," 
Santti said. "Usually the person needs time to sort 
things out for themself.' 

"But before anyone is committed, by our agency, 
they are screened, and we search for other possible op- 
tions which might be suggested to them before commit- 
tment is carried through." 

^tii exptained that before a person may be commit- 
ted, a civil warrant must first be secured. 

"in a case of committing someone to an institution 
against their will," he said, "a court order must first be 
obtained from thecivil court. The parties must next ap- 
pear before a judge. But before any actions are taken, 
we in the emergency services department should be sent 
the person to sec if we can offer any services or ideas 
which might keep the person from committment. This 
type of precedure. which is perpetuated with the 
assistance of the Beach judicial systa«r, is very 
progressive." 

Santti said that 638 people were screened in 1979, 
resulting in 113 committments. In 1980, screened cases 
numbered 608. resulting in 127 committments. 

Eacffieacy BMdical services 

While there are various agencies in the •area which 
handle mental illness cases exclusively, both public and 
private, Santti said emergency procedures are employed 
by several local facilities. 

, "Virginia Beach's comprehensive mental health 
emericncy services are free, and very efficiem," he said. 
"We are available 24 hours a day, and will not refuse 
anyone for services. However, if it is not an emergency 
situation, and the person is |iot ffoman ecopomically 
(leflc^eiil lamily, we will usually refer the person to » 
pdmteatency. 
"Secondly, we suggest that the Crisis Imervention 
. ip portamwi^ may.tlso be contacted 24.|ioiirs a 
, ill ijiniiiiiiaQ- ii tiwtioiis. 



"After a suicide attempt has been made, we advise 
that the person go to the emergency room of a local 
hospital for a checkup. Although there may be no 
visible sign of harm, there could be other injuries." 

Santii said his department also works dosdy with the 
>%ginia Beach Police Department in councding suicide 
attempt cases. 

"We receive a daily report from the Virginia Beach 
police everyday," he said, "informing us of the names 
and addresses of those who attempted suicide in 
Virginia Beach. 

"We actively pursue the names by telephone and by 
letter; advising the person that we are available for free 
and private crisis counseling. Many times those people 
really need help, or just someone to talk with. They're 
usually really confused and scared. And worst, there is 
then, more than ever, the likelihood that the person will 
attempt suicide again. 

"Beach residents must remember, that those who at- 
tempt suicide need not be cast our as social un- 
desirables. They need to be taken into the commum'ty 
and urged to become 'an active working part of it. 
People who may have a suicidal tendency need to feel 
that their lives, and circumstances surrounding their 
lives are important and that worth living. They must not 
give up. If any questions or problems develop, please 
call a crisis intervention service."

Experts say no 

Are suiddes news, or not?

"Miich to our regret, 
the article was 
published." said Beach 
police Detective S. W. 
Summerlin in reference to 
a recent suicide. "We 
went around and around 
with the daily papers but 
received no satisfaction." 

Just as there are no 
solid answen as to why 
Beach residenukill them- 
selves, there Is no definite 
answer as to whether 
suteides should or should 
not be reported in the 
new s paper s . 

"Initial suicide reports 
are a matter of public 
rectH-d," Summerlin said, 
"but usually the report 
does not give much infor- 
mation; and that's 
because there is no real 
purpose in exposing the 
facts unless some land of 
foul play was invohvd. 

"We do feel that if it is 
a public situation, we have 
a re^KMisibility to let the 
public know of wrong 
doings. But sukides are

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Skip Santti, emergency 
services, comprehensive 
mental heahtt services, 
Virginia Beach, agrees 
that suicide publicity is of 
no particular vahie to the 
conmnuity. 

"I see no intrinsic value 
A to reporting suicides," 
Santti said. "The only 
benefit that can be offered 
is in the way of com- 
munity education articles 
■which alert local residents 
to the problem and attem- 
pts to educate dw com- 
muniiy in terms of preven- 
tive procedures." 

Santti said reporting 
suicides may also lead to 
other serious problems. 

"Sometimes people 
may identify with 
someone who kills them- 
seivesi" hfr said.

Rapes are acts of violence

"Virginia Beach women who have never been raped 
say, *oh, it'll never happen to me,*" laments Virginia 
Beach police sergeant E. E. Rorrer. 

"And those who are 
raped say, 'I can't believe 
it happened to me!'" 

Unfortunately, rape is a 
reality for many Beach 
women. Since 1970 the 
reported Beach rape rate 
has jumped from 24 to lOS 
in 1980. But according to 
Rorrer, the rising rate 
does not necessarily in- 
dicate an increase in act- 
ual rapes. 

"You can attribute the 
rise in the Beach rape 
ratf^V' he explained, "to 
several factors. 

"For example, the 
Beach police department hasmade stronger efforts ig^ 
the last few years to offer rape prevention programs to 
both the community and to students. TTiis has resulted 
in a better educated Beach commuhity, consequently, 
more people are now apt to report rape now more than 
everbefore. 

"Arise in the rape rate may also result from the fact 
that a woman's previous personid and sexual experi- 
ences may no longer be offered to the court as 
evidence, either for or against th<; woman. 

"And thirdly, rape no longer has such a negative 
image it once had. Now more people understand that 
rape is a crime of violence. The smartly dressed woman 

now IS stliciri SCCUScu of asking for it' just by the way 
she is dressed." 

Beach lady raped 

Attesting to the fact that rape is an art of violence 
and not of sexual enjoyment or opportunity is 28 year 
Beach resident Virginia Holland. 

A 28 year Beach resident, and a Chesapeake social 
worker currently in pursuit of her doctoral degree in 
agency counseling, Virginia, 47. was raped 18 months 
ago by a 17 year old Black male. Virginia lives in the 
southern end of Virginia Beach with her husband. 
Gene. She has four adult children and four grand- 
children. Her rape occuredin July, 1979, shortly before 
dawn after Gene, a 15 year Beach teacher, had gone to

"1 had come to know the boy. Carl, who raped me. 

He used to talk to me about personal things, like his 

pregnant girlfriend and wanting to run away to his 

grandmother's house to get away from the tension and 

, pressures of his every day life. 

i "I used to notice that Carl would pick on his little 

I brothers and Fd ask him why he did it. We'd discuss it, 

/ informally, and never much else was said. This proves 

most rapists know their victim before the rape is 

committed. 

"I saw Carl in January before the rape. Ffe was 
hitchhiking and 1 picked him up. I asked how he had 
been. He replied that everything was fine, and he was 
even making good grades in scho(ri. I gave him a ride to 
his sister's house and never saw him again untU that 
Summer, one week before the rape. 

"I^kxhing had occured thus far out of the ordinary 
and one Saturday, Gene received a telephone call and 
left me alone sleeping to tend to it. If it had been a 
weekday, I would have been up when he left. I would 
have been on my way to William and Mary for my 
classes.

"Well, that morning, I remember Gene getting up 
and going out to work. I heard him say 'goodbye' about 
5: 15 a.m. The next thing I knew. I woke up with a inllow 
being brutally shoved against my foce. 

"At this point, I was scared. I didn't know who it 
was. I was trying to overcame my fear so I wouldn't 
panic. I thought for a moment that it was my husband 
playing a cruel joke on me. I regret very deeply even 
considering that idea now; but then I was in 4 way 
artuaUy hoping it was him playing aroond and not 
something fer worse happening to me. 

"My hands were under my fact, that's the way I 
sleep, and I tried to say 'honey, please stop it.' But my 
voice was muffied because of the ptflow. The teore I 
struggled, the harder he pushed down on my foce with 
it. I farced my hands apart to allow myself to breathe. I 
began thinking now that I was going to die. But I didn't 
want to die. I thought about my children and my 
grandddldren. There wii uw much to live for to die 
now; even if I was bemg raped and defiled. I know 
many women would disagree with me. Many wooien 
say. 'Death before Dishonar.' but not I. I warn to live; 
and in the situation I was in, nothing could have been 
nrare pn^faous than living. I didn't want to die by the 
haiiibof a rainst. ' 



"I was not in contrd of my life then; and that in itself 
was hard to accept because I am usually a very strong 
and self sufficient woman. 

"But this act (rf* rape and the degradation that 
accompanies it reduced me to degraded, snivelling 
woman, lying there begging for my Hfe. Finally I 
decided to give in to his domination. Maybe then he'd 
leave me alone. I had struggled so much at that point 
that I was exhausted. I still didn't know who was so 
brutaOy handling me, but I lifted my hands for a minute 
and saw a black arm. I laid in the bed then like an 
iceberg. 'Let him get it over with' I thought to myself. 
Maybe then he won't kill me, which usually results 
aftet a rape; and he'll let me go. Then he got 
undressed. The first words he said to me was 'move 
your leg.* 1 didn't so he moved it for me. I remember 
having no feeling in my body at that point. It was like I 
was removed ftcxa the situation and was standing ft-om 
a distance looking on. He climaxed very sowi, and 1 
tried again to struggle free. Then he put a knife to be 
throat and told me to stay still. Thiere was still pressure 
on my face, but I could feel him sitting on the edge of

and gotten away from hiin. But we live 650 feet into the 
woods and I doubted if I could get out of the house and 
away fi'om him. hfo one was around and I was praying 
that Gene would come home for a cup of coffee or 
something. 1 heard Carl begin tearing something; I 
realized he was tearing something to tie me up with. As 
he did that, he kept the knife edgie on my wrist. I asked 
him why he had to tie ine up. He said he wanted to tie 
me up; he used the towel not only to tie me up, but also 
to clean the blood from a wound he had received ft-om 
the knife. As he tied me up, I remember what I had 
learned in some rape, prevention classes and tensed all 
my muscles as he tied. This way I could relax them •^ter 
and give myself some slack to work with in trying to 
fi-ee myself. The last thing he said to me was, 'I wiU kill 
you if you screem or tell anyone what happened; you 
hear?' It was that 'you hear' that made certain who the 
rapist was. I was sure now that it was Cad and not one 
of his brothers. 

"Finally I heard him descaid the stain. I waited to. 
hear the fi-ont door dose before I got up. After I heard it 
dose, I went to the balcony and watdied him jump <rff 
the porch and run towards the com field. He had aa 
brown towel around his fecc; the same towel he had 
torn to tie me up with. I watdied Mm lEbr as kmg as I 
could so I could remember every artjde of dothing he 
wore for ftiture positive identification. I ran downstairs, 
stiU tied and half naked, and called the poUce. The lady 
who answered was very nice and very calm. She told me 
to stay on the phone until an officer arrived. This way 
the police could testify that I had not left the scene or 
cleaned myself after the n^. This is very fanportant 
and one of the biggest mistakes women make after 
being raped. They immediately go dean themselves. 
But what they're doing is washing away the evidence 
needed to convict a rapist. I ended up staying on the

phone five or six minutes, crying hysterically the whde 
time. The police arrived very promptly. The (rf&cer first 
went to get a daughter (rf^mine who lived nearby, so she 
could stay with me while the (^cer went to get Gene. 

"It turned up that we had a good case against Carl. 
Gene had seen him prior to the r^pe hanging around 
outside the house. Gene figured that he had just come 
to work eariy. After the rape. .Qui went directly ta the 
corn field to work as if nodmig had han>ened. 

"All this time my husband didn't know what had 
happened. When the police cars came, however, and 
the sirens began souncting Carl fled an.his bicycle to his 
home. The police fdlowed him there. Carl came qvt 
dressed in different clothes. But the police went imo 
the home and found the exaa clothes I had described 
along with the bloodied towel. 

"Carl was subsequently tried as a juvenile, and* 
because of all the evidence, including the humiliating 
medical examination I went through, he was convicted. 
The only problem is, after only 18 months in detention, 
Carl will be back or. the streets in a couple of weeks f 
March 1." 

Hospital, courtroom hnmiUatiaii 

Holland said the hospital scene and courtroom 
experience were ahnost as degrading as the rape. 



RAPE 
CHECKLIST: 

Rape is not pretty, nor civilized. Yet, it happens 
everyday to women. Black and White, of varying 
walks of life. Little can be done to undo a rape, 
but measures may be undertaken to curtail the 
rape rate and increase the offense convictions . 

Figures indicate that only one out of seven rapes 
are reported. If the other six cases were reported, 
and following checklist is adhered to, rape rates 
across the nation could decline. 



•DO NOT wash yourself or your clothes af- 
ter a rape. Do not douche, wipe after urination, 
comb your hair, or even put on make-up. You 
could be destroying valuable evidence of the at- 
tack. 

•DO NOT touch or remove anything at the 
scene of the crime. 

•DO call the police immediately. This is im- 
portant if you are to be helped and for your at- 
tacker to be caught. 

•DO give the poUce an accurate description of 
the attacker. 

•IK) call a friend if you wish or a local rape 
crisis center for support. 



"It's not that the hospital personnel were discourt- 
eous or anything," she said, "it's the things they do to 
you which is hard to believe until it happens to you. 

"At the hospital," she said, "they scraped under my 
fingernails-. They pulled my head and pubic hair for 
testing. They took slide smears of my rectal and genital 
areas. I really couldn't believe Uwn the things they did 
were necessary. But my logip uid me diat these things 
had to be done if there was to be'my chance to convict 
Carl. The hospital people also came at me with two long 
needles to protect me from VD. They asked me if I was 
capable of becommg pregnant. I tdd them no. The^ 
wh<^ experience was terrible, but necessary. 



The hospital people scraped 
under my nails; pulled my head 
and pubic hairs and took 
smears ...

"In the court room at the preliminary hearing, 1 was 
subject to more embarrassment and humiliation. 1 knew 
I would have to describe the details of the rape. But it 
never dawned on me that 1 had to actually say that 'his 
penis then entered my vagina.' Without those exact 
words as testimony, Carl may not have been convicted. 
Gene also had to give a sperm si>ecimen for confir- 
mation that his and Carl's sperm type were different. 
He was convicted, but I can't believe he will be out so 
soon. I'm scared. But Gene just buih a new house for us 
and we don't intend to relocate; even though we were 
called by the city and advised that it might not be a bad 
idea because Carl was getting out of jail. Isn't that 
something: the rape victim must hide from the rapist." 

The entire family suffers, 

Hdland said not only is rape a tragedy for the victim, 
but also for the family, paiticulariy the husband. 

"I saw Gene go through all the stages a husband 
goes through after his wife is raped," she said. "1 know 
because I had researched them in the past. 

"First Gene blamed Carl and he used to sit around

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and say things like, 'I wish I would see him hitchhiking 
again. If I did, it would be his last.' Next, Gene blamed 
himself. He'd say things like, 'my God, why did I leave 
you alone?' Finally, he blamed me. That was the 
hardest thing for me to cope with. Gene couldn't 
understand why 1 couldn't get away from the rapist. I 
explained that he was young and strong, and I had 
exhausted myself. It really hurt me to have to defend 
myself for being raped." ^.. 

Tke power theme 

Holland, who holds a B.A. degree in psychology; a 
masters degree in agency counceling; and is in pursuit 
of a Ph. Din agency counseling with a concentration in 
marriage and family counseling, said there is a common 
denominator in all the rape cases shfe has studied. 

"The one thing in common that most rapist have," 
she said, "is a drive for power. The rapist desires to 
overpower their victim. They need some outlet to prove 
themself." 

For this reason, Holland says rape is a crime of 
violence and not orte of opportunity or sex. 

"The youngest reported rape case is that of a six 
month old baby," she said. "The oldest reported case 
involves a woman 94 years old. Obviously sexual 
desires should nQt be the motive iat- rape in these 
cases."

Assembly efforts 
aimed at water

The 1981 Session of the 
Virginia Ooieral Assem- 
bly is moving rapidly to 
complete its work before 
the Feb. 21 adjoiumnent. 
niis week is tlie final 
period for both the House 
of Delegates and the 
Senate to act on legislation 
introduced by its own 
members. ' 

The House of Delegates 
has passed a measure this 
week which would let in 
motion procedures for 
creating a spending limit 
on state government. The 
proposal, which has been 
described as "an insuran- 
ce pdicy against excessive 
spending" comes after 
two years of study of the 
various proposals made 
during the past two 
sessions of the legislature. 
The proposed change 
requires that the rate of 
' growth in state gover- 
nment spending be no 
largCT than the rate of 
growth in the State's 
economy. Also passed in 
the House this week, with 
my rapport, and sent to 
the Senate was a bill which 
cuts in half the sales tax on 
food. 

A large .portion of our 
efforts durtog tUs session 



have been directed toward 
achieving an immediate 
solution to our water 
emergency, and also 
toward readiing long-term 
solutions to the problems 
Virginia Beach and many 
other localities are ex- 
periencing with water 
supplies. A measure which 
I sponsored directing the 
State Water Control 
Board to prepare water 
management programs for 
each river basin in the 
state has received 
preliminary approval in 
the House of Dd^ates. 
This is the essential first 
stq) toward resolving our 
water problems on a long- 
term basis. The House 
Committee on Counties, 
Cities andTowns has 
passed and sent to the 
House for approval the 
Emergency Water Bill, 
which I also sponsored, to 
clarify the Governor's 
powers to act in cases of 
water emergency. This bill 
provides a mechanism 
whereby localities may 
^>ply to the State Water 
Control Board for 
assistance. If the Water 
Omtrol Board agrees that 
an emergency does exist, 
the Oovemor nlay then 
appoint a qiedal commit- 
tee which shaU have the 
duty and authority to

same terms that apply to 



non-gay publications. The 
UUGC considers this ip it- 
self to be a major 

Although pleased^ with 
these concession^ the 
UUGC nonetheless obj 
ts to a number of un- 
warranted and totally 
unreasonable demands 
made by the City in 
preparing its case, 
especially its request that 
the court order the UUGC 
to disclose the names and 



addresses of its members 
and of all those who sub- 
scribe to "Our Own." The 
UUGC wishes to announ- 
ce publicly that if circum- 
stances had warranted 
continuing with its case in 
court, it would have 
resisted this and other at- 
tempts by the City to in^ 
timidate or harass UUGC 
members and supporters.

Virginia Beach fartnen 
may avoid needless insect- 
icide sprays and save 
moner. through better 
manag^oent decisions. 

The Integrated Pest 
Management (IPM) 
program developed at 
Virginia Tech was 
designed If help Beach 
farmers make better 
decisions about treating 
pests by combining the 
usual chemical methods 
with biological and 
cultural methods. The 
program, started in 1974 
with 1 .700 acres and some 
IPM practices, is now 
being used on ap- 
proximately 100,000 acres 
throughout the state at a 
savings of about S700,0(g) 
in 1979, and a reduction 
of 90.000 pounds of insec- 
ticide. The statewide pro- 
gram is being conducted 
by Robert McPherson in 
Warsaw and John Smith 
in Holland. Both men are 
Virginia Tech extension 

specialists. 



"The most exciting 
aspect to this program." 
said WiUtam A. Allen, 
ovcraU IPM coordinator 
and associate professor of 
entomolofy at Vir^nia 
Tech. "is the inter- 
disciplinary approach to 
managing pestt." Tlie ob- 
jective of the IPM 
program is to use all 
suiuble, compatible and 
environmentally sound 
methods to maintain the 
disease or infestation at 
levels that are safe. 



healthy and economical. 

"When we started the 
program, we surveyed 
farmers and found they 
were treating their fields 
when their neighbors 
treated theirs or when the 
(chemical treatment) plane 
was in the area. They were 
not basing their treatment 
on firm scientific reasons. 
Often the farmers were 
spraying too early, too 
much or spraying when it 
was unnecessary," Allen 
said. "For the first time, 
under this program, the 
farmers are sampling in- 
sects and are making 
sound, efficient 

management deicision." 
The programs use 
scouting methods such as 
insect counts to determine 
when an infestation 
reaches a level which will 
have an economic impact 
and eventually the 
program will determine 
environmental and health 

impacts. 

The current fanner-paid, 
scouting program consists 
of about 8.000 acres of 
soybean crops. 600 of 
alfalfa. 1.000 of fruit 
crops and 400 of peanuU. 
tobacco and other crops. 
"The increase in acres and 
turns In the program is 
one indication of its suc- 
cess, • but another in- 
dication is that the far- 
mers arc wilUng to pay for 
the programs and to pay 
the scout who does the in- 
sect counts," Allen said.

some training because it 
applies combined 
knowledge of methods 
familiar to farmers such as 
crop rotation and the 
manipulation of row 
spacing with new scientific 
finding about pests, 
beneficial predators and 
parasites, pesticides and 
other related insect con- 
trol strategies, Allen said. 
"For example, we know 
soybeans planted in 
narrow rows have fewer 



corn ear worms than soy- 
beans planted in wide 
rows. So by planting 
narrow rows and by 
monitoring insect 
population, farmers can 
make better management 
decisions. Since you can- 
not rely on narrow rows 
alone, a count can deter- 
mine whether or not insec- 
ticide is needed." Allen 
said. "Using a cultural 
method such as this may 
prevent the need to treat 



the crop with insecticides. 
Thie count prevents the 
fanner from spraying too 
early and ultimatdy saves 
the farmer money." 

"An. example of effec- 
tive biological control 
being used in Virginia in- 
volvs a small wasp from 
India that preys on the 
Mexican bean beetle, a 
major pest of soybeans," 
Allen said. If the wasps 
are released in the field af- 
ter the beetles' eggs have 



hatched, the waq) attacks 
the larvae (spiny back), 
stinging and killing them. 
"In recent years, the wasp 
has significantly reduced 
Mexican bean beetle 
damage in Virginia." 
Allen said. "Working 
with farmers we hope to 
incorporate more crops 
and more acres in the 
program." Allen added.

How comforuUe you 
are at 68 degrees may have 
more to do with your 
surroundings than th« 
temperature. 

The color and texture of 
furniture, carpets, 
draperies and even painted 
or wallpapered interior 
walls can have a strong 
psychological effect on 



how comfortable a person 
is at lower temperatures. 

For example, a number 
of studies have shown that 
people actually fed war- 
mer in rooms painted in 
warm coIots. Even with 
two rooms, identical in 
every way except the 
otriors on the walls, the 
temperature can be kept 
comfortable at a lower 
level in the "warmer" 
oolond roomr 



Another important fac- 
tor in creating a comfort- 
able home environment is 
the humidity. The more 
humidity there is in a 
house, the easier it is to 
keep the thermoatateal 68- 
degrees. Humidified air 
also is hMlthier as heat 
dries out air and can result 
in respiratory proUems. 

If you can't afford a 
humidifier, try setting 
pans of water by heat 



sources and letting the 
water evaporate as war- 
mer air passes over the 
container. House plants 
are another good way of 
putting moister back into 
a dosed bouse,

sure large furniture itenu 
or curtains are not in from 
ofhestoutleu.

With this additional water and the approximately 16 firC prOteCtlOIl 
million gallons a day allocation from the Gty of NbrfoUc,. 
propsects for meeting the city's summer needs of about 
close to 30 million gallons a day lode better than they 
have for months. The city also expects to have scftne of 
its own wells producing up to four million gallons a day 
by July. 



Beach council wants to tighten 
building codes; promote better 



Negotiations which have been gang on for months 
between the Qty of Wginia Beach and Isle of Wight 
County and Southampton County culminated McHiday 
afternoon in Council action authorizing the city 
manager to sign contracts with the two jurisdiction each 
to sell up to four million gallrais a day in well water to 
Virginia Beach. Council also approved a contract with 
the Gty of Chesapeake to sell the Beach up to one 
million gallons of water a day, and more if available, 
from the Northwestern River Treatment Hant. 

Since the raw water from Southampton and Isle of 
Wight, which will be purchased for IS cents per tOOO 
gallons, will have to be processed through Norfolk's 
transmission and treatment facilities. Council also 
authorized city manager George L Hanbury to contract 
with Norfdk to permit this. 

Governing bodies in Norfi^ ble of Wight and 
Southampton have to i4>prove the contracts before the 
water agreements become a reality. 

Nffayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that the city is 
continuing to consider Suffolk as another source but 
had to defer negotiations until the differences over 
water between Norfolk and Suffolk are resolved. 

McGoy said that the city asted for ten-year contracts 
but has a seven-year contract with Isle of Wight and a 
ten-year contract with Southampton. 

The city will draw from one well in each community. 
Virginia Beach will have to pay for the well 
construction, the wells will be owned by the counties 
and that the estimated $2 million cost will be paid from 
Revenue Sharing and general obligation bonds for 
Community Development funds. 

Council also emloresed a resolution supporting the 
Goveraorl "Southeastern Water Su(^ly agreement 
which calls for regional cooperation in the management 
of water resources for southeastern Virginia. 

Anion on the resolutions was taken following an 
executive sesion. McCoy said that well construction wiU 
probably start next weekend with completion set for 
June IS. 

Under terms of the contracts, Virginia Beach will 
have the, use of the water during times oi emergency 
water demand and at any other time when mutually 
agreed to by the parties. The counties reserve the right 
to use up to 10 percent oi the daily production if it 
beccmes necessary. 

Virginia Beach has also agreed to place in escrow 
SSO.OOO for each county to compensate property owners 
whose wells are affected adversely.

Virginia Beach wants to strengthen the state building 
code, the Building Officials Code Administration 
(BOCA) to insure better fire protection in high rise 
buildings, especially those housing senior citizens. 
- At an informal meeting Monday afternoon, Gty 
Council authorized city manager George L Hanbury to 
discuss changes with the BOCA Board which admin- 
isters the uniform state-wide building code. 

In a report to Council, Fire Chief Harry E. Diezel 
recommended for senior citizen housing installation of 
sprinklers, installation of smoke detectors, refuge/ 
safety areas and better exterior access for fire equip- 
ment. 

Hanbury said he wouM like to see the measures 
applied to all new hotels as wiell. 

The report states that sprinklers are not mandates by 
BOCA in some situations because elderly occupants are 
expected to be ambulatory. Manyof the residents start 
out ambulatory, the report states, but eventually they 
become non-ambulatory. Sprinkler systems provide an 
active check to either extinquish or minimize fire 
development. 

Although smoke detectors are required in all 
re.'idential settings, the report states, the Code 
mandates only local notification while the Fire 
Department would Kke to have the detectors wired to 
both a central and external alarm monitoring facility. 

The Fire Department would also, like to have 
refiige/safety areas in buildings above two stories, 
especially mid-rise and high-rise, for when evacuation 
is difficult. 

Fire equipment canno be used adequately at a 
number of building because of obstructions. The 
Department recommends three sides of any building be 
unobstructed and capable of withstanding the passage 
and stationary use of high tonnage fire apparatus. 

Hanbury said that the city staff at present 
"encourages" builders to include the additional safety 
features but cannot legally require measures beyond 
those in the BOCA Code. He said that a number of 
builders have accepted the city's recommendations and 
have voluntarily added the extra safety features. 
Among 4hese are the Westminster-Canterbury House 
and the Russell Ifouse. 



Beach peddlers discussed by 
council; their privleges could 
be limited 

Two ordinances, and possibly more under consider- 
ation in Virginia Beach should narrow the ranks of 
peddlars considerably. 

One would forbid them to sue the city rights of way or 
public places to sell their wares. 

The other should keep them off of private property as 
well by limiting the time a peddlar can remain in the 
same block on any given day to 15 minutes^ 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober suggested that the 
peddlars be required to have liability insurance and the 
city staff will consider that possibility, too. ' 

The ordinances respond to complaints from the 
general public and seafood dealers that the peddlars 
pose a traffic danger and create unfair competition for - 
traditional store-keepers, most of the peddlars sell 
seafood from trucks parked off highways. 

Mike Barrett, assistant to the city manager, said that 
the State Code prevents the city from banning the 
peddhirs ^ut it does permit regulation. 

The ordinances will be presented to Council on Feb. 
23. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland favored some 
regulation by the State Health Department, but Barrett 
said the Health Department claimed no jurisdiction. 
Because of the transit nature of the public, Barrett 
p<Mnted out that inspections could only be sp>oradic.

Texaco denied application 
to build two new stations 

Texaco. Inc., which hasn't opened a new service 
station in Virginia Beach fbr nine years, has been 
denied applications which would have enabled it to 
build sutions at two new locations. 

Against the advice of city attorney Dale Bimson and 
recommendations of both the Planning Commission 
and the Planning Staff, Virginia Beach Qty Council 
Monday afternoon by a vote of 6-4 denied the company 
a conditional use permit for a self-service gas station 
and car wash at the southeast comer of Great Neck 
Road and First Colonial Road in the Lynnhavc Borough. 



The site is zoned for busienss and an Exxon Station is 
located on another comer of the intersection. However, 
area residents opposed the location of another service 
sution in the area. 

Texaco was also denied by a vote otS-l an application 
for a change of zoning from AG-2 Agricultunl District 
to B-2 Community-Bueiness District on a 1.186-acre 
parcel at the northeast comer of Princess Anne and 
Landstown Roads in the Princess Anne Borough. 
Council denied the rezoning °s premature. The 
company had planned, with a conditional use permit, to 
locate a car wash and service station at the site. 

Council's action in this case concurred with the 
recommendations of the Planning CGmmission and the 
Planning Department. 

Jim Flippen, attorney representing Texaco, pointed 
out that Texaco has not opened a new service station 
here in nine years. As a result (rf research, he said. 
Tidewater, and especially Virginia Beath, has been 
designated as a favored marketing area. He said the 
company, accordingly, is planning to renovate closed 
service stations and to develope them m the modem 
concept-self service operations with a car wash and 
food store. 

The two sites are the first in the company's 
development program, he said. He said that the 
stations will have no mechanical repair fiunUties so that 
unsightly cars will be eliminated and the stations will 
be leased to dealers. 

In the Princess Anne application. h« said that 
although the Comprehensive Plan calls for residential 
development at four units per acre, the site is across 
from the farmers Market, a park and a cemetery. He 
said that the company did not plan to develop the 
property fbr two years.

Harris said the Gty has recently received the 
result of a private study to determine in what ways 
the municipal center complex may be more energy 
efficient. 

"The study has not been formally reviewed or 
discussed." he said, "but it indicated that with 
some modifications and improvements the center 
could save 44 billion British Thermal Units 
(BTU's) annually. In terms of dollars and cents, 
this means about $175,000 a year at least. 

"The modifications would cost about $1.5 
million. But the payback would be pretty socm:

A nationwide recaU pro- 
gram to repair more than 
600,000 liquid propane 
(LP) gas water heaters 
now is under way. 

The water heaters, 
which may pose an ex- 
plosion hazard, contain a 
thermosut manufactured 



by the White-Rodgers 
division of Emerson Elec- 
tric Co., St. Louis, MO. 

The water heaters were 
sold between 1961 and 
1980, mainly to rural 
homeowners. Sears, 
Roebuck and Co. of 
Chicago, II., the A. O. 
Smith Corp of Kankakee, 
II., as well as other 
manufacturers and 



retaUers, sold the heaters. 

A. O. Smith manufac- 
tured its own water 
heaters during this period 
and sold them through 
plumbing wholesalers and 
contractors. Sears water 
heaters were manufac- 
tured by Sute Industries.

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Can a Beach wife collect if ex-husband retires?

Did you know that a 
divorced Virgima Beach 
wife may draw social 
security benefits under 
ootain circumstances if 
her ex-husband retires, 
becomes disabled or dies? 
Or that a widow can get 
benefits as. eariy as age 60 
on her deceased husband's 
work record, even though 
the earliest retirement age 
for w(M-kers is age 627 

If you don't know the 
above facts, diances are 
you don't know enough 
about sodaL security to 
assure you won't loow 
benefits wiien you need 
them, eqiedaliy if you 
han>en to be a woman. 
Sodal security publishes a 
special booklet, "A 
Woman's Guide to Sodal 
Security", which provides 
a view, of how sodal 
security may affect 
women in their various 
roles as wwkers, mothers, 
or widows. 

There are a number of 
ideas being discussed to 
make the jwogram more 
equitable and adequate 
for women and 
homemakers. However, 
women ttill need to know 

how Ae present law afliKts 
them If they are to get the 
most out of their social 
. security protection. 

The booklet notes that 
the woman who works 
earns social security 
protection for herself, her 
diil<b-en, and her spouse. 
If she retires, dies, o^ 
becomes disabled, her 
work under sodal security 
can mean family benefits 
to the children even if the 



husband continues to 
work. 



Wife 



jA wife can receive 
benefits as the mother of 
minw children who get 
benefits based on the work 
record of a retired, 
deceased, or disabled 
: worker. These benefits to 
: the woman continue until 
the youngest diild turns 
II. 

At retirement, a woman 
can retire on her own 
work record as early as 
age 62. If she is entitled to 
a larger benefit on ha 
husband's work record 
she recdves a payment 
equal to the larger of the 
benefits based on her own 
or her spouse's record, but 
notbodi. 

A widow can recdve 
boKfits at age 60 on her 
deceased husband's 
record. If she becomes 
d is a b led she ioiay, under 
certain conditimis, qualify 
for disability benefits on 
her deceased spouse's 
work as early as age 50. 
Ordinarily, a widow loses 
her social security rights 
when she rdnarriei, but 
benefits to a widow who 
remarries at age 60 <»- 
older can continue 
without reduction. And if 
the new husband gets 
sodal security checks, she 
can take a wife's benefit 
on his record if it would be 
larger than her widow's 
payment and she is 62 or 
older. 

All of the above rules 
apply equally to 
widowers. In ad(fition, a 
divorced wife or husbuid 
may qualify for depen- 



dent's benefits at 62 if his 
or her marriage lasted at 
least 10 years. 
The booklet contains 



other information on how 
social security affects 
women.

The Adams' have been operating the boarding stabkf 
for sevoi years. The estimated value of the boarded hor- 
ses is between S7S and $100,000. 

Among the noteworthy of the Adams' horses are a 
Chincoteague Pony and a Red Roan Stallion. 

"The Oiincoteague pony we have," Robin said^ 
"was the highest priced pony s(rid at the yeariy sale. 20 
years ago. I think the price paid for it then was about 
$143. Now they seU for about $300. 

"One of the more eaqiensive horses we have now is a 
three year (rid Red Roan Stallion. He is used for 

breeding and worth about $23,000. That price is 
relatively inexpensive however, compared to a breeder 

that I heard was sold four or five years ago for 

$180,000." ^. ^ 

Robin said precious horses are syndicated. 

"We just bought into a Pennsylvania syndicate," she 
said. "That means that a very exp«isive horse is sold in 

^"ijhares. For example. 10 or 20 horse owners may invest a 



million dollars in a breeder stallion. Then the offspring 
are sold and the profits divided among the 
shareholders."

Quarter horses were so named due to their dazztiqg 
quickness on the quartermile race track. Virginia Beach 
and the entire Tidewater region isahe most popular 
areas for the quarterhorscsiayiriEk^e. ' - . 

"Raising and keepirirquartier horSes is becoming in- 
creasingly popular in Virginia Beach and the entire local 
tirea,." Robin said. "According to the State Quarter 



Horse Association, the Tidpvater area has the highest 
membership rate compared to any other area in 
Virginia." 

Robin said if she went out tomorrow to buy a new 
horse, she wouldn't pay less than S5.000 for a good, 
healthy one. That's the initial price. It also costs a pretty , 
penny to keep it. 

"Beach residents can board their horse here for $95 a 
vmontb,'; she said. Showhorsc&arc a little more, $120 
"pes month; but they require*lhllc exiraattention. Not 
included in the price are veterinarian bilLs, shoeing, and 
grooming."

But in spite of all the dty oriented political issues, 
Henley counts one problem as the most tragic. 

"My big concern, or frustration," she said, "is that 
the majority of Virginia Beach residents have a lack of 
trust toward its dty coundl. We see the distrust 
nationally as well as locally. 

"1 think the recently passed finandal disclosure act 
will help to gain back some of that lost trust. 

"But in general, the city council will need the support 
of the Virginia Beach residents if we are going to imple- 
ment the tax cut programs proposed by President 
Reagan." 

Henley said solutions are needed in two special areas: 

"We have got to arrive at a long range water 
solution," she said. "Its imperative to the continuation 
of the tourist industry as we know it in Virginia Beach. 

Secondly, Beach residents must be willing to give up 
some public services to help the city and national gover- 
nment of ricials bring inflation and the Federal budget in 
line. 

"Everyone wants controlled spending; that's fine, but 
the residents must be willing to make sacrifices for it."

Lake contains variety of solid waste

A 2^acre lake, which provided waterfront living for 
residents of Homestead, Cedar Hill and Newlight in 
Kempsville. overnight has become a huge landfill. 

Residents who have inspected the fill say they have 
found plastic, bottles, paper, and tires, and according 
to city manager George L Hanbury it could include any 
kind of solid ftil-concrete. rip rap and rubble, and tree 
flumps. 

It's all legal. 

As the city's ordinance reads, a fill permit does not 
require action by City Council, but is granted 
administratively on the presentation of a drawing, site 
plan and performance bond. 1^ notice to adjacent 
property owners is required. 

The permit can only be issued tp the owner of the 
property, and in this case it is develdper W. W. Reasor. 

Zoning of the borrow pit site is R-4, R-S, and R-6 
residential. 

Councilman John A. Baum noted, "I wouldn't want 
to live on it." because of the unreliable fill. 

Hanbury said the borrow pit will take 10 years to fill. 
He said there have been drownings in the lake and in 



some respects such barrow pits are pure ii«d9«ices, but 
as to other, the adjacent icsiddlls conlider the lakes 
preferred waterfront property. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that the wdinance 
should be reviewed, that the pit should be fenced in and 
that the odor could get unpleasant. 

Residents, who attended the informal session of 
Council Monday evening, said that some of them had 
cared for the 50 foot easement surrounding the lake and 
built bulkheads. They have been doing this for 14 
years. 

Councilwoman Meyera Obemdorf, who brought up 
the matter, recommended the dty consider changes 
requiring notification of the ^dyiiCtnl landowner, 
establishing a conditional use permit procedure tc 
require a public hearing, and maldng sure that the fill 
material used does not create another love canal. She 
said the people, when they bought their homes, were 
told that they would be living on a lake.

Councilman^ Reid Ervin was concerned that some 
types of mateiiBi used as fill could threaten the dty's 
developing shallow well system. "You can dmnp all 
kinds cf chemical solvents, poisoning all the water, 
with indiscriminate filling," he said. 

Hanbury raised another problem. He said that the 
area will be hiadequate for construction and the owners 
"will come in and ask if we want to buy a park." 

Ervin suggested issuing no more permits. He said 
that he didn't want to see the potential 10 to 14 gallons 
of water a day the dtv ext>ects to get fixxn its wells to be 
"messed up with someUiing like this.'' 

As a direct offshoot of the disci4ssion on the 
Kempsville borrow pit, Council later continued for 60 
days an application for a conditional use permit for a 
borrow pit in Princess Anne Borough.
